opened at Olds College 


A new academic and administrative centre 
was opened this spring at the Alberta Agricultural 
and Vocational College at Olds. It was named 
“Duncan Marshall Place” to honor the former 
provincial minister of agriculture who founded 
the Alberta Schools of Agriculture and Home 
Economics in 1913. 

The building is the administrative heart of 
the campus and, in addition, contains classrooms 


cipal of the College from 1930 to 1946. This 
building houses virtually all the plant science 
courses, including basic botany, horticulture, 
weeds, field and forage crops, and range and 
pasture management. 

The students’ residence, which has been in 
use for the past two years, was named Frank 
Grisdale Hall, after a former principal of the 
Olds and Vermilion Colleges, who was also

kits available 


Selected materials on the misuse of drugs 
have been compiled into a new informational 
kit by the Senior Adolescents and Young Adults 
section, Research and Development Branch, 
Alberta Department of Youth, and is now avail- 
able on request to any groups or individuals. 

During the first’ month it was available, 
orders for more than 20,000 kits were received. 
Response has been mainly from schools and 
organizations. Many individual requests from 
young people have also been received. As well, 
the kits are distributed at seminars and work- 
shops held by the Senior Adolescents and Young 
Adults section’s Speakers’ Bureau. During 1969, 
speakers from the Bureau filled some 480 
engagements. <= 

The new kit replaces a previous one, distri- 
buted during 1969, which was geared more to 
professional people. 

Seven pieces of informational material are 
included. The pamphlet, “The Crutch That 
Cripples — Drag Dependence” answers questions 
such as; What is drug dependence? Why 
do people abuse drugs? Can drug abuse be 
prevented? 

A leading Canadian medical authority, who 
addressed a drug seminar in Edmonton in 1968, 
is the author of a paper, “Illicit Drug Use 
Among Canadian Youth”, another item in the 
kit. The article was originally published in the 
Canadian Medical Journal. 

“The Language of the Drug Scene” includes 
nearly 200 words and expressions, and_ their 
definitions. This alphabetical list goes from 
“acid” to “dime bag” to “Schmeck” to “zonked”. 

Other literature includes “Something About 
Drug Convictions” dealing with how a criminal 
record can jeopardize employment opportunities; 


“A Suggested Guide for Parents”, if they suspect 

a son or daughter is using drugs; “Backyard 

Chemistry” and “For Further Reading’.

The fragrance of spring and the colors 
of summer all year round. That's the 
government greenhouse on the banks of 
the North Saskatchewan River south of the 
Legislative Buildings in Edmonton. The 
greenhouse is open to visitors from 9 a.m. 
to 9 p.m., May 15 to September 15, and 


from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., the rest of the 
year, including Sundays and holidays. The 
greenhouse provides flowers for govern- 


ment functions and offices across the 
province, and grows plants ranging from 
snapdragons to coffee plants and orange 
trees. Guided tours are available on request. 
Children visiting the greenhouse should be 
accompanied by an adult. 








A new hunting licence for Alberta residents 
and the abolition of a comprehensive licence 
for non-residents are the major changes in the 
new fees and licence schedule of the Game Act 
administered by the Alberta Department of 
Lands and Forests. 

Last year, non-residents were allowed to kill 
one antlered animal, one trophy sheep and one 
black or brown bear on one licence. This licence 
cost $75 for non-resident Canadians and $150 
for non-resident aliens. That licence has been 
discontinued and this year there is no distinction 
in costs for the two groups of non-residents, 
except for bird game licences. 

A new M-E-D licence has been introduced 
for residents only. It will have only one game 
tag issued with it, and will allow the holder to 
shoot one moose, or elk, or deer. He will not be 
allowed to buy another licence for any of those 
three species, regardless of which he shoots on 
his M-E-D licence. 

The Wildlife Certificate fee has been raised 
from $2 to $3. This money goes to the Wildlife 
Damage Fund which compensates landowners 
sustaining losses incurred by wildlife.

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Regional library 
expands area 
of coverage 


Parkland Regional Library, which has 
operated since 1959 covering three counties and 
one school division in Central Alberta, has 
expanded its southern boundary to include the 
County of Mountain View. 

This means that an additional 15,530 people 
will now have available to them the best in 
library service, bringing to over 70,000 the 
population served by the province’s only regional 
library. Service will be channelled through six 
public libraries and nine school libraries in 
Mountain View County. 

The area which has been organized as a 
regional library for the past 11 years includes 
the counties of Lacombe, Ponoka and Red Deer 
(excluding Red Deer city) and the school division 
of Rocky Mountain, with a combined population 
of 56,200, who are served through 13 public 
and 43 school libraries. 

Establishment of regional libraries is provided 
for in the Alberta Libraries Act, administered 
by the Libraries Division, Cultural Development 
Branch, Department of the Provincial Secretary. 
In rural Alberta, the regional setup provides a 
larger supporting population for operation of a 
library, making it possible to give better service; 
more books, a wider variety of books, any book 
on request, and qualified librarians. 

Library technical processes — book selection, 
ordering, and classification —are done by the 
staff of the regional library, giving local librar- 
ians more opportunity to provide librarianship 
assistance to readers. 

To encourage the establishment of regional 
libraries, the Provincial Government pays a 
region an establishment grant of $1 per capita. 
A cheque for $15,530 was recently issued to 
the Parkland Regional Library to cover its 
expansion to Mountain View. 

A regional library is maintained by an annual 
grant from the Provincial Government of 75 
cents per capita, and contributions from partici- 
pating jurisdictions of $1 per capita. There are 
no library usage fees. Services are “free for 
reading, reference and information of all resi- 
dents of the regional library area”. 

Regional library boards, comprised of two 
representatives from each participating jurisdic- 
tion, are completely autonomous. 

Operating from headquarters in Lacombe, 
the Parkland Regional Library now has a stock 
of 209,000 books. It employs a librarian, assis- 
tant librarian, and eight clerical workers. Each 
participating library —now a total of 71—is 
visited every month by a book delivery van. 

A high level of public acceptance of regional 
library service is reflected in annual statistics 
for Parkland. Its 1969 circulation of 812,000 
volumes works out to a “books borrowed per 
capita” figure of 15. The national average is 
about five. 

Two more areas of the province are now 
investigating the possibilities of establishing 
regional libraries. Enquiries regarding regional

Record attendance in ‘69 
at Alberta's provincial parks 


Record attendance at Alberta’s 39 developed provincial parks was realized during 1969, 
with a total of 4,385,130 day-use visitors during the period of April 1 to November 30, 1969. 
This compares with attendance figures of 3,639,427 during the same months of 1968, and far 
surpasses the previous record of 3,917,730 set in the period April 1 to November 30, 1967. 

Attendance for the calendar year 1969 was 4,547,995 persons. 

One new park —Gregoire Lake, was established and two new parks were opened to the 
public during the past year: Chain Lakes in April and Sir Winston Churchill in July, bringing 
the Alberta total for provincial parks to 46. 

For the second straight year Cypress Hills Provincial Park drew the most visitors — 676,723. 
It was followed in popularity by Aspen Beach, Miquelon Lake, Wabamun Lake and Park Lake.

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Numerous vocational 
training courses 
available in Alberta 


To keep the wheels of Alberta's rapidly expanding economy moving, 
it is vital that an adequate supply of properly trained personnel be readily 
available to business and industry. 

In an effort to meet this demand, approximately 10,000 students a year 
are being trained by technical and vocational training institutions operated 
by the Alberta government. There are three categories of students — those 
being taught new skills, others being upgraded in previously-possessed skills, 
and others receiving academic upgrading so that they can go on to technical, 
industrial, business or vocational training. 

So that these new members of the labor force will best be able to- serve 
the needs of industry and commerce, and conversely to assure that graduates 
are provided with employable skills, a high degree of public participation is 
involved in the selection of courses and content of training programs offered. 
Programs, facilities and activities are developed in close co-operation with 
Alberta employers. 

Advisory committees, organized for most of the courses, act as a liaison 
between industry and the training schools. They advise with respect to 
curriculum and course content, and endeavour to create interest in industry 
for graduates. 

‘During the 1969-70 school term, more than 5,000 full-time day students 
have been enrolled at the Northern Alberta Institute of Technology and the 
Southern Alberta Institute of Technology: over 3,000 in Edmonton and over 
2,000 in Calgary. The two schools also co-operate with the Department of 
Labour in development of working skills, by providing short-term training 
each year to several thousand Albertans participating in the apprenticeship 
program. 

At the Agricultural and Vocational Colleges at Olds, Vermilion and 
Fairview, regular enrollment is about 700 students, 400 in agricultural training 
programs and 300 in vocational training. 

Alberta Vocational Centres at 12 locations in the province have a total 
enrollment of approximately 4,700, which includes job training courses, job

Technical, industrial, business and vocational skills are taught in Alberta 
training institutions and utilized in a wide variety of occupations throughout 
the province: 





1. Materials technology is applied in positions such as engineering assistants, 
research technicians and quality control inspectors in manufacturing, 
governmental and construction organizations.

Alberta's rapidly expanding forestry industry and related government 
agencies are employment fields where the forest technician plays a vital 
role in management of renewable natural resources. 

3. Electronics is a field where startling developments are occurring. Training 


in this technology may be applied in space exploration, industrial auto- 
mation, communications and medical electronics. 





4. Industrial production technology is the application of science to increasing 
productivity through planning and control of production and manufactur- 
ing processes. Estimating, mechanical design, and inspection are related 
employment fields. 
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5. Industrial instrumentation is responsible in large part for the high output achieved in the modern production process. The instrument 
technician uses his skills in calibration, troubleshooting, operation, supervision and design. 
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6. Meat cutting and butchering and other food technology training is always in demand in a growing population. 


There is an ever-increasing demand for suitably trained and qualified medical laboratory technologists, to perform lab examinations 
which aid doctors in the diagnosis and treatment of disease.

8. Drafting technology makes it possible to translate new ideas and designs to manufacturers, planners and contractors, through drawings. 
Communications skills are combined with technical knowledge. 


9. Chemical technicians are much in demand in such widely diverse industrial fields as steel mills, fertilizer plants, pipe mills, oil refineries, 
glass plants and petrochemical industries. 


10. The modern dental technologist plays an important role in the care, maintenance and restoration of good dental health. He is a 
highly skilled craftsman. 


11. The building construction industry, an important factor in Alberta’s economy, requires qualified technologists. An understanding of 
building methods, materials, design and equipment are necessary. 


12. With the considerable increase in the health services fields, X-Ray examinations undertaken in hospitals and medical clinics has 
increased the demand for radiological technologists.

Much -used 


conveyance 
has excellent 
safety record 


in Alberta 


Elevators carry more passengers than any 
other single form of transportation in Alberta. 
Yet the safety record of these conveyances is 
outstanding, with fatalities a rarity since 1938, 
when the Alberta Government inspection program 
adopted a standard safety code. 

To maintain this enviable record, the Elevator 
Branch of the Alberta Department of Labour 
conducts regular inspections of approximately 
2,800 elevators in the province, including escala- 
tors, as well as ski lifts and any other method 
of fixed passenger conveyance. 

All elevators must meet the requirements set 
out by the Canadian Standards Association, B44 
Elevator Safety Code. In 1938 Alberta was the 
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first province to adopt this standard, which is 
now used by all Canadian provinces. 

Plans for elevators for new buildings must 
receive approval from the Branch before con- 
struction starts. Checks are made _ periodically 
during installation, and before the machine goes 
into service the elevator is subject to a final 
inspection and test of all safety systems. When 
approved, a certificate is issued which must be 
displayed in the elevator. 

Regular inspections are conducted at least 
once a year; more frequently at some industrial 
plants where operating conditions are more 
severe. The Branch employs 10 inspectors — four 
working out of Calgary and six out of Edmonton. 

The inspectors visit all places and structures 
likely to have elevators, which makes it nearly 
impossible to escape the annual inspection. The 
inspectors are all qualified elevator mechanics, 
holders of Tradesman Qualification Proficiency 
Certificates with at least five years of experience 
in the industry. Since they are subject to heights 
and have to climb, they must be physically fit. 

Most inspections are carried out when regular 
maintenance work is being done on the elevators 
so they will be out of order a minimum period 
of time. The inspection includes a careful exam- 
ination of the hoisting mechanism, safety equip- 
ment, the electronic systems, the hoistway doors 
and elevator shaft. The panel inside the elevator 
car, and the pit, or bottom of the shaft, are also 
checked. The pit contains a buffer, of either the 
spring or hydraulic type and this buffer has a 
cushioning effect should the car travel below 
the lowest landing. P 

Owners are given time to implement any 
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changes recommended. Occasionally an elevator 
has to be ordered out of service until faults are 
corrected. 

Most elevators in the province are under 
contract to elevator companies who maintain the 
complex mechanical and electronic equipment. 

Generally speaking there are two types of 
elevators: hydraulic and traction. Hydraulic ele- 
vators are raised by a piston which in turn is 
actuated by oil under pressure. These are con- 
fined to low-rise use, and have a maximum 
range of 50 to 60 feet. 

The traction elevators are raised and lowered 
on cables driven by electrical motors, which are 
generally located in an overhead machine room. 
The highest speed elevator in the province pre- 
sently travels at 1,000 feet per minute, while 
most high-rise office buildings have 700 feet-per- 
minute elevators. Elevators in high-rise apart- 
ments are usually in the 150-300 feet-per-minute 
range. 

Escalators, a common form of conveyance 
in large stores, are also inspected during con- 
struction and regularly thereafter. They normally 
have a maximum) speed of 90 feet-per-minute, 
and a four-foot wide escalator can carry up to 
8,000 passengers per hour. 

The many ski tows and lifts operated during 
the winter months also come under the responsi- 
bility of the Elevator Branch. Many smaller ski 
centres use a rope tow, or a T-bar lift. There are 
nine chairlifts in the province, and the number 
of accidents on these is minimal for the number 
of people carried.. Inspection isalso carried out 
on the six tramways, or cable cars, located in the 
mountain area of the province. — ea 
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
